Arkansas Strawberry g r o w ers

It was the largest crop since 1942 
and compared to a 1949 harvest of 
528,000 crates.

pared to 1,218,000 last year and a 
ten-year average of 1,105,000.

An Old Theory Is Exploded - 
Finds Different Cultures 
Enrich American Life

South Jersey Quaker who has pio- 
neered in developing technicjues for 
intcrcultural relations, believes it 
erred in one respect.

was interpreted years ago,"

here would 
cut themselves 
off 


from their cultural pasts. 


"There was a pressure to think 


alike, do alike, and be alike, That 
would make our American culture 
then indeed." 


And what troubled Mrs. DuboU 


most was that children of minority 
g roups grew up secretly or t-pen- 
ly ashamed of the ways and cus- 
toms of their parents. This created 
tension at home and at .school,

The answer? Mrs. Dubois felt i t j 


lay in creating a feeling of pride j 
in the child for his own cultural 
background, and a feeling of rc-j 
spect for the differing cultures oij 
others.

She got an opportunity 10 test' 


her beliefs in action several years1 
ago at P. S. 165, a public school, 
in upper West Manhattan attended', 
by children o£ 48 different nation-; 
alities. It was a tension area, and 
the melting pot

very well. After two children were 
killed near the school, the aroused. 
parent-teachers association asked, 
Dr. Dubois for help.

LaW Up to 
Mr, Truman

14—(/T>)— Fri- 


day is the deadline for President1 
Truman to sign into law — or veto 
—the so-called "basing point 
bill 


which congress passed a couple of 
weeks ago. 


If he does nothing, 
it becomes! 
law anyway. 


Some big business outfits wane ; 


it to become Jaw. A number 
of 


small business organizations want 
Mr. Truman to veto it; yosterd-ty 
11 members of congress called on 
him to do just that. 


They said it would create mono- 


polies, help choke business com 
petition, favor n a t i o n a l chain 
stores and so hurt small 
busi- 


nesses, and bring higher prices. 


Friends of the 
bill 
and 
they 


were in the majority in congress, 
see it otherwise. They say it would 
help business by clearing up for 
businessmen some questions abo-it 
government 
regulations and 
t.-.- 
boos. 


The problem, far too complex to 


be told in a story like this, 
will 


be given here in a very simplified 
outline. But remember: the 
gov- 


ernment has laws controlling busi- 
ness to protect the public and save 
individual firms from unfair com- 
petition. 


For example, there's a law for- 


bidding firms to get together to fix 
prices. Price-fixing hurts the pub- 
lic since then it loses the benefit 
it would get from lower p r i c e s 
when there was business competi- 
tion. 


The present problem goes back 


to a set-up in the steel industry 
called the "multiple basting point" 
system. Independent mills as well 
as those in big corporations took 
part. 


It worked in such a way that 


they didn't cut each other's throat 
by cutting prices to win customers. 
It went like this: 


The mills in several cities —say 


Pittsburgh, Chicago and 
Birming- 


ham — were considered 
b a s in? 


points. Then, no matter where you 
bought steel, you paid the 
price 


charged at the nearest b a s i n . ; 
point. And— 


You also paid the cost of 
Uie 


freight from that nearest basing 
point to you, whether or not 
any 


freight was involved at ail. 
For 


example: 


Say you lived in St. Louis and 


there was a steel mill there. You 
bought steel from that mill. You 
paid, though, whatever the price 
was in Chicago, 
which was 
the 


basing point for St. Louis and — 


In addition, you had to pay the 


St. Louis firm the cost of 
ship- 


ping the steel to you from Chicago 
although actually the steel 
came 


from the St. Louis mill and wasn t 
shipped from Chicago at all. 


Take another example. Say you 


lived in New York and Pittsburgh 
was your nearest basing p o i n t . 
But for some reason you decided 
to buy from that firm in St. Louis. 


Although Chicago was the basing 


point for St. Louis, you paid 
the 


Pittsurgh price, since Pittsburgh 
was the basing point for New York. 
And what about freight costs? 


Although the steel had 
to be 


shipped to you from St. L o u i s , 
much further away, you paid only 
the cost of shipping from 
Pitts- 


burgh. On that deal the St. Louis 
firm absorbed 
the 
loss 
on the 


freight. 


But that evened out for the St. 


Louis firm since it had 
charged 


the St. Louis customer f r e i g h t 
rate from Chicago for steel whicn 
he bought in St. Louis, steel which 
wasn't shipped from 
Chicago at 
all. 


So the St. Louis firm didn't un- 


dercut the Pittsburgh firm in any 
way. But a couple of things were 
involved here: freight absorption 
and, under the basing point sys- 
tem, meeting the equal price of a 
competitor. 


The cement makers had a simi- 


lar set-up. In 1948 the S u p reme 
court dealt a blow at the cement 
makers. The c e m e n t makers 
stopped the practice. So did 
the 
steel mills. 


Some senators and house mem- 


bers argued the Supreme court cl;>- 
cisin wasn't clear, that it left bus. 
iness uncertain on how they could 
do business now. For two 
years 


congress has been arguing what to 
do. 


The so-called basing point 
bill 


was passed. If signed into law by 
Mr. Truman, it will do a coup].- Of 
things: 


1. Permit businessmen 
to 
ab- 


sorb t'reightcosts if there's no col- 
lusion, or deal, among them to fi.\ 
prices by absorbing the freight. 


2.Let a mirm meet the equally 


low price of a competitor1—such as 
the St. Louis mill meeting the 
Pitsburgh mill's price 
—if there 


was no conspiracy to fix prices by 
doing so and no attempt at mono- 
Poly. 


Foes of the bill say this means a

point system. Senator D o u g 1 a:;, 
Illinois Democrat, 
argues t h a t 


firms could fix p r ices 
without 


agreeing to it a r o u n d a tabl>. 
How? Douglas says that, independ- 
ently, each can use the s a m e 
freight rate formula and wind up 
with the same price, thus avoiding 
cutthroat competition. 


Friends of the bill say it mea-is 


no such thing, that it would pre- 
vent price-fixing and attempts

MaoOutines 
Plan for 
Red China 


Tokyo, Juno 13 —(/P)— Radio Poi- 


ping today quoted Mao Tze-tung, 
China's No. 1 Communist, as out- 
lining a broad plan calling for dc- 
moilization of his armed might, 
land reforms and temporary 
re- 


tention of wha is -eft of the capl 
italist system in China. 


The broadcast said Mao made 


the speech to delegates attending 
the Chinese Communists' third an- 
nual party convention in Pciping 
June 6-9. 


Mao was quoted as saying some 


of the millions of Chinese soldiers 
under arms would be demobilized 
this year. Enough will be retained, 
he said, to liberate Formosa from 
Nationalist Chinese, Tibet from the 
monks who rule that mountainous, 
Asian land, and to ' control "anti- 
revolutionaries" in China. 


The Chinese 
leader 
cautioner! 


that the danger of a third world 
war was still prespnt 
and

friction and internal strife develop- 
ing "among capitalist nations and 
capitalist classes."

They apparently think that only 


Dewey might be able to carry along 
to victory a republican senatorial 
nominee over Senator Lehman (D- 
LibpNY). 


IE Dewcy runs,

ton assumption is that he will 
name his senatorial candidate-col- 
league. If he doesn't 
run, 
GOP 


members here say there will be 
such a scramble for the senatorial 
job as hasn't been seen recently. 


If Dewey doesn't run, most Re- 


publicans here think that Lt. Gov. 
Joe Hanlcy will get the nomination. 


New York Democrats also 
are 


up in the air over their candidate 
for governor. 


Some of them have been flirt- 


ing with the idea of fitting 
Rep. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. (D-Lib- 
NY) in the spot. But others don't 
like the idea of running two Roo- 
scvlets for governor in the same 
year. 


James Roosevelt, eldest son of 


the late president, thus may have 
stolen a march on his y o u nger 
brother by winning the Democrat- 
ic nomination for governor of Cali- 
fornia.
